TISHA B'AV OBSERVANCE 

Monday, July 15 th 9:15 p.m. 

Tisha B'av, the fast of the Ninth of Av, is a day of mourning to commemorate 
the many tragedies that have befallen the Jewish people, many of which 
coincidentally have occurred on the ninth of Av. Tisha B'av means "the ninth 
(day)ofAv." 



Tisha B'av primarily commemorates the destruction of the first and second temples, both of which were 
destroyed on the ninth of Av (the first by the Babylonians in 586 B.C.E.; the second by the Romans in 70 C.E.). 

Tisha B'Av is the culmination of a three-week period of increased mourning, beginning with the fast of the 
17 th of Tammuz, which commemorates the first breach in the walls of Jerusalem, before the Second Temple 
was destroyed. At Adath Jeshurun, the book of Lamentations is read and mourning prayers are recited. We 
hope you'll join us for this solemn observance.

AJ members who have contributed to our 
Revitalization campaign - a whopping 68% 
participation. That is why it is such a pleasure 
to be a part of this great congregation. These 344 families made it 
possible for all of us to enjoy this beautiful renovation, and I thank you 
all for that! 

This past year has just flown by. I compare my journey as being a 
passenger in a very fine motor car. First we have the four wheels that 
keep us moving. One of the wheels is Molly Evancho who is responsible 
for so many things. As our Event Coordinator, she has excelled. Our 
many successes in programming and events can be attributed directly 
to her. She has also stepped right in to fill the gaps whenever she is 
needed in the kitchen, in the office or out in the physical plant. 

Another wheel is Barbara Embry who is our "Director of First 
Impressions" if I may borrow that phrase from Steve Evans. As an 
Administrative Assistant, she is often the first voice you hear or the first 
face you see when coming to the AJ office. Her smile and calm voice 
always make AJ a warm and welcoming place for guests and visitors. 

Another wheel is Holly Southwick. She is the Financial Administrator 
and is the coordinator of budgets, income, expenses and any and all 
things financial. With our $850,000 operating budget and our $4.4 
million renovation budget, she is THE ONE who puts it all together and 
keeps it together. 

The final wheel is really a combination of parts to make the whole 
wheel roll. Tony Brooks, our custodian, has come back from a severe 
foot injury and is now hitting the road at full speed again. Angie Gaines, 
our Kitchen Coordinator, has returned after being out on sick leave for 
a short time.

CANTOR'S COLUMN

Due to a canceled flight from Newark following the annual Cantors 
Assembly convention, where I was de-installed as Treasurer (whew!) 
and moments later installed as Vice President of Administration, I was 
unable to make this address in person to AJ's Annual Meeting on May 
23 rd . This is what I would have said: 

This week we read the portion of B'Ha-alotcha in which Aaron 
is commanded to light the Menorah in the ancient Mishkan and 
immediately thereafter initiate the Levites into their service. 

In a sense, the AJ Board functions as the Levites of the congregation, 
promoting our programs and services, and complementing the staff by 
helping to perform all those nitty gritty details that are necessary for 
the proper functioning of a synagogue. 

This past year, my own Levitical pursuits -- in addition to the regular 
attendance and assistance at minyan, service leading, Torah facilitating, 
life-cycle officiating, preschool playing, pastoral attending, b'nei and 
b'not mitzvah preparing, LBSY (Religious School) teaching, Film and 
Holocaust committees serving, and accompanying Fred Whittaker's 
8 th Grade class to the Holocaust museum -- have included continued 
attempts to innovate in presenting AJ programs both recent and long- 
lasting. 

For the first time in 19 years of serving AJ, I've embraced Bluegrass 
music by inviting my colleague Cantor Mike Stein from Los Angeles 
who collaborated to record another Kentucky Homefront hosted by 
John Gage including local legends of the genre Steve Cooley and 
Lauren White. 

I have continued to create musical programs for the assisted living 
and nursing homes where our congregants reside often concluding the 
'tour 1 with a performance at the Glenview. This past year has included 
a Chanukah program, a Bluegrass program (resulting in far more such 
residents attending the Bluegrass with Jewish Sass March Music 
Festival mentioned above) and an enhanced Broadway program which 
is still 'on the road. 1 

The Restaurant Edition of Out ofShul Experiences took two forms this 
year. For young adults, I collaborated with the JCL's Young Adult division 
to teach from Genesis in poetry and Jewish text at KT's. Although the 
room was hardly private and I felt that I was yelling more than teaching, 
A few weeks ago a young woman approached my wife and me saying 



she was waitressing that evening and tried to catch what she could 
from the talk. One never knows who's listening. Furthermore, also 
in concert with the Young Adult Division as well as a more general 
audience, for the first time, AJ sponsored a variety show at the Bard's 
Town Lounge called Chanukah Chappens. It featured singers, a poet, a 
story teller, a comedian, and to the extent that something like that can 
be, it was sold out. 

Although AJ has been featured on many Kentucky Homefront programs 
with John Gage and I was a guest host a few years ago for some 
programs of Jewish music on the classical public station, I have wanted 
for years to put together some music programs with commentary 
around the Jewish holidays. This past Days of Awe season featured 
two hours worth of music, one liturgical and the other music inspired 
by themes of the High Holy Days on WUOL, the classical station. For 
Chanukah, there was both a classical hour of music as well as an hour 
of funky Fest of Lights selections for WFPK. 

As we look towards the fall, we are beginning the planning process 
for Melton which I taught for many years before it was suspended last 
year. Rabbi Slosberg is responsible for its future 'resurrection' and 
appropriate kudos are very much in order. 

The pre-Selichot program this year will highlight the important work 
of the school for The Academy at St. Andrews, a school for autistic 
students hosted in our neighbor church across the street. 

On Sunday night, November 10 th , we are planning a 75 th Anniversary 
Kristallnacht commemoration which will include testimony, music and 
a moving memorial. We already have a tentative agreement from Use 
and Mike Meyer's granddaughter Monica, who is currently studying for 
the rabbinate, to participate in the service as well as other witnesses 
and students of witnesses of that pivotal moment in our people's often 
tragic history. 

Whenever I'm thanked by anyone in the community for any of the things 
I do as your cantor, I sometimes have the opportunity to point out that 
they should show you their gratitude for raising me up, giving me the 
flexibility and freedom I need to create and innovate and serve.
